Editorial 


As  the  leaves  in  springtime  signal 
the  renewal  of  life  and  beauty  in 
nature,  so  the  turning  of  a  leaf  on 
our  calendar  at  New  Years  has  come 
to  mean  the  beginning  of  new 
opportunity. 

Shall  we  make  it  so? 

In  reality  every  day  is  a  fresh 
start,  and  every  hour  and  moment. 
But  New  Year's  Day  makes  an  event 
of  it,  and  in  a  way  heralds  the 
transition. 

To  rise  to  new  opportunities,  to 
profit  by  our  failures,  to  take  fresh 
hope  are  all  parts  of  a  divine  gift 
which  God  has  given  us.  It  was  his 
intention  that  we  grow,  develop, 
overcome  both  weaknesses  and  dis- 
appointments, and  ascend  to  greater 
heights. 

He  commands  us  to  reach  the 
greatest  of  all  heights,  to  "become 
perfect,  even  as  your  Father  which 
is  in  heaven  is  perfect." 

But  heaven  is  not  gained  at  a 
single  bound.  Perfection  is  not 
something    achieved    overnight. 

The  Lord  has  given  us  a  lifetime 
for  this  purpose,  and  he  expects  us 
to  use  it  well  with  that  in  mind. 

Throughout  the  scripture  God  has 
taught  us  many  lessons.  To  the  sin- 
ful woman,  the  Saviour  said,  "And 
neither  do  I  condemn  thee — go  thy 
way  and  sin  no  more." 

To  those  who  consented  to  the 
crucifixion  of  Christ.  Peter  cried 
out  "Repent  ye  therefore,  and  be 
converted,  that  your  sins  may  be 
blotted  out."  And  also  said  "Repent 
and  be  baptized,  everyone  of  you. 
in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ,  for  the 
remission  of  sins." 

To  Saul  it  was  said.  ""Arise,  and 
go  into  the  city,  and  it  shall  be  told 
thee  what   thou   must  do." 


We  might  mention  others.  But 
each  is  the  story  of  an  opportunity 
to  grow,  to  rise  above  failure,  to 
turn  our  backs  upon  defeat,  to  reach 
new  heights  and  new  victories. 

LIFE  IS  A  BATTLE  it  is  true, 
and  there  never  was  a  battle  without 
casualties.  If  we  have  suffered 
casualties  in  the  battle  of  life,  shall 
we  not  acknowledge  them,  and  rise 
above  them,  and  avoid  being  forever 
frustrated  by  them? 

Living  the  Gospel  is  our  golden 
opportunity  for  character  develop- 
ment, for  soul  improvement,  and  for 
reaching  greater  heights.  And 
interestingly  enough,  the  Gospel 
plan  for  improvement  is  built 
around  one  of  the  grandest  of  all 
principles  of  advancement.  Repen- 
tance it  is  called.  Not  penance, 
but  repentance.  There  is  a  great 
difference. 

Christ  demands  no  penance  of 
any  one  in  the  sense  in  which  that 
word  is  often  used.  But  he  does  ask 
us  to  repent  which  is  not  the  paying 
of  some  debt  by  personal  punish- 
ment. Rather,  it  is  acknowledging 
our  weakness,  determining  to  rise 
above  it,  abandoning  the  old  prac- 
tice, and  making  reconciliation  with 
those  we  have  injured,  followed  by 
continuous  obedience  to  the  Gospel. 

Its  principles,  when  applied,  help 
us  to  eliminate  weakness  from  our 
characters.  They  build  into  our 
souls  traits  which  are  Christ-like, 
giving  us  the  power  to  achieve  our 
goal  in  spite  of  the  past. 

AND   WITH    IT   ALL,    as    God 

gives  us  these  opportunities,  he  goes 
one  step  farther.  As  he  will  forgive 
if  we  repent,  he  also  will  forget  our

ANSWER:  Before  the  answer  to 
this  question  can  be  fully  under- 
stood a  detailed  study  of  the  pur- 
poses of  the  sacrament  should  be 
entered  into.  Space  will  not  permit 
a  long  discussion,  but  perhaps  I  can 
point  out  a  few  things  that  might 
be  helpful  in  determining  our 
worthiness  or  unworthiness  to  par- 
take of  these  holy  emblems. 

"To  replace  the  ordinance  of 
sacrifice  (which  pointed  the  atten- 
tion of  the  saints  forward  to  the 
coming  sacrifice  of  the  Son  of 
God),  our  Lord  during  his  mortal 
ministry  instituted  the  ordinance 
of  the  sacrament. 

He  met  with  his  apostles  in  an 
upper  room — And  as  they  were 
eating.  Jesus  took  bread  and 
brake  it.  and  blessed  it,  and  gave 
to  his  disciples,  and  said,  'Take 
eat;  this  is  in  remembrance  of  my 
body  which  I  give  a  ransom  for 
you.'  And  He  took  the  cup,  and 
gave  thanks,  and  gave  it  to  them, 
saying,  'Drink  ye  all  of  it.  For 
this  is  in  remembrance  of  my 
blood  of  the  new  testament,  which 
is  shed  for  as  many  as  shall  be- 
lieve on  my  name,  for  the  remis- 
sion of  their  sins'," — Inspired 
Version,  Matt:  26:22-25. 

From  this  scripture  we  are  taught 
that  the  sacrament  is  for  the  pur- 
pose of  bringing  to  our  attention  the 
great  sacrifice  made  by  the  Saviour. 

The  Book  of  Mormon  declares  in 
Mosiah  18:10  that  baptism  is  a 
covenant,  and  we  renew  the  cove- 
nant previously  made  when  we  par- 
take of  the  sacrament.  Another 
passage    in    the    Book    of    Mormon 


points  out  clearly  that  in  partaking 
of  the  sacrament  worthily  we  put 
ourselves  in  perfect  harmony  with 
the  Saviour.     (3  Nephi   18:1-13). 

Let  us  now  examine  briefly  the 
covenant  we  make.  This  covenant 
or  contract  is  made  with  the  Lord. 
We  agree  first  to  always  remember 
the  broken  body  and  spilled  blood 
of  Him  who  died  on  the  cross  for 
the  sins  of  the  world.  Second;  to 
take  upon  ourselves  the  name  of 
Christ  and  always  remember  him. 
Third;  to  keep  the  commandments 
of  God. 

As  His  part  of  the  contract  the 
Lord  covenants;  first,  we  shall  have 
his  spirit  to  be  with  us.  Second;  in 
due  time  we  shall  inherit  eternal 
life:  "'Whoso  eateth  my  flesh,  and 
drinketh  my  blood,  hath  eternal  life; 
and  I  will  raise  him  up  in  the  resur- 
rection of  the  just  at  the  last  day." 
—  Inspired  version  John  6:54. 

As  we  think  of  these  covenants 
and  blessings  is  it  any  wonder  that 
the  Lord  commanded  us  to  meet 
together  often  to  partake  of  the 
sacrament.  (Doctrine  &  Covenants 
20:75). 

"Ye  shall  not  suffer  anyone 
knowingly  to  partake  of  my  flesh 
and  blood  unworthily,  when  ye 
shall  minister  it,  for  whoso  eateth 
and  drinketh  my  flesh  and  blood 
unworthily  eateth  and  drinketh 
damnation  to  his  soul." — 3  Nephi 
18:28-29. 

In  his  letter  to  the  Corinthian 
Saints  Paul  savs  much  the  same 
thing.  (1   Corinthians   11:23-30.)     In

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SPIRITUAL  CONTAGION 


THERE  is  an  element  of  teach- 
ing success  often  neglected  in 
formal  treatments  of  the  teaching 
art.  This  is  the  element  of  spiritual 
contagion.  Perhaps  one  cannot 
expect  to  find  this  teaching  force 
discussed  in  texts  on  teaching,  be- 
cause it  is  so  difficult  to  define  and 
harder  still  to  measure.  Yet  this 
force  is  real.  It  comes,  when  it 
comes,  from  outside  the  teacher 
himself,  but  it  penetrates  the  mind 
of  both  speaker  and  listener.  It  is 
a  force  which  emanates  from  God 
but  rides  upon  the  wings  of  the 
spoken  word. 

When  writing  the  record  of 
Ether,  Moroni  cried  out  unto  God : 
"...  Lord,  the  gentiles  will  mock 
at  these  things,  because  of  our 
weakness  in  writing;  for,  Lord, 
thou  hast  made  us  mighty  in  word 
by  faith,  but  thou  hast  not  made 
us  mighty  in  writing;  for  thou 
hast  made  all  this  people  that  they 
could  speak  much,  because  of  the 
Holy  Ghost  which  thou  hast  given 
them.— Ether  12.  23. 

The  human  voice  can  be  a  re- 
broadcast  station  for  the  voice  of 
God,  and  students  who  have  not 
yet  been  attuned  to  catch  directly 
the  whisperings  of  the  Almighty 
may  yet  bask  in  the  sunshine  of 
his  presence  through  an  inspired 
teacher. 

The  Nephite  King  Benjamin, 
after  teaching  his  people  the  will 
of  God,  sent  men  among  the 
audience  to  see  if  the  people  be- 
lieved what  he  had  taught. 

And  they  all  cried  with  one 
voice,  saying:  "Yea,  we  believe  all 
the  words  which  thou  hast  spoken 
unto  us;  and  also,  we  know  of  their

surety  and  truth,  because  of  the 
Spirit  of  the  Lord  Omnipotent, 
which  lias  wrought  a  change  in 
us,  or  in  our  hearts,  that  we  have 
no  more  disposition  to  do  evil,  but 
to  do  good  continually." — Mosiah 
5:  2. 

The  teaching  of  the  gospel  must 
not  be  without  that  spiritual  con- 
tagion which  leaps  like  a  flame 
from  heart  to  heart.  This  spiritual 
force  is  lacking  in  the  printed 
word.  Neither  is  it  in  the  sounds 
which  emanate  from  a  speaker's 
throat.  It  is  something  back  of 
the  spoken  word.  It  is  a  some- 
thing which  written  symbols  do 
not  possess  at  all.  It  is  a  quality 
of  voice,  an  overtone  of  sincerity 
which  reaches  the  heart  while  the 
sound  waves  stop  at  the  ear.  It  is 
a  form  which  confirms  in  the 
mind  the  truth  of  what  has  been 
heard  or  observed.  It  is  what  the 
Apostle  Paul  meant  when  he  said 
that  the  things  of  the  Spirit  can 
be  understood  only  by  the  Spirit. 

It  is  the  principle  of  spiritual 
contagion  that  often  lifts  the 
humble  untrained  missionary  to 
heights  of  teaching  success.  The 
Sunday  School  teacher  needs  to 
understand  and  use  this  spiritual 
force.  But  how  can  its  use  be  cul- 
tivated? 

Spiritual  contagion  is  possible 
only  where  there  is  testimony.  It 
spreads  most  easily  when  there  is 
preparation,  and  finds  no  effective 
resistance  where  it  is  accom- 
panied by  love.  It  is  checked  by 
doubt,  stifled  by  hypocrisy,  and 
killed  by  unconcern. 
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He  who  would  teach  the  gospel 
of  Jesus  Christ  must  first  of  all 
kindle  his  own  soul.  The  un- 
lighted  torch  is  useless  to  light 
others.  But  the  teacher  of  the 
gospel  need  not  remain  in  dark- 
ness. Five  steps  lead  to  the  light. 
The  first  step  is  desire  to  have  a 
testimony.    The  second  is  to  study 


and  ponder  the  scriptures.  The 
third  is  to  test  the  admonitions  of 
God  by  living  them.  The  fourth 
is  to  pray  to  God  to  know  whether 
or  not  the  gospel  is  true.  And  the 
fifth  is  to  accept  the  conviction 
which  emenates  from  the  spirit 
and  finds  lodgement  in  the  heart.

light  of  these  scriptures  there  can 
be  no  question  about  the  seriousness 
of  partaking  of  the  sacrament  un- 
worthily. 

Now  we  come  back  to  our  ques- 
tion, what  constitutes  worthiness  or 
unworthiness.  This  of  course  is  an 
individual  matter  for  each  one  of 
us  to  decide  for  ourselves.  The  Lord 
has  not  left  us  without  guidance 
however,  and  as  we  review  the  pur- 
pose of  the  sacrament  it  should  not 
be  difficult  to  determine  where  we 
stand.  If  we  ask  ourselves  before 
partaking  of  the  sacrament:  "Am  I 
willing  to  renew  my  covenants  with 
the  Lord?  Do  I  remember  His 
sacrifice?  Am  I  willing  to  take  upon 
my  self  His  name  and  keep  the 
commandments  he  has  given  us?  If 
our  heart  is  right  and  we  can 
answer  these  questions  in  the  affir- 
mative then  we  should  not  hesitate 
to  partake.  This  comprehends  re- 
pentace,  and  a  resolution  to  live  a 
more  worthy  life  in  the  future.  The 
sacrament  is  a  great  incentive  for 
personal  righteousness.  None  of  us 
are  perfect,  but  we  are  striving  for 
perfection,  and  the  renewing  of  our 
covenants  each  week  gives  us 
strength  to  overcome. 


Recently  one  of  our  General 
Authorities  while  speaking  on  this 
very  subject  declared; 

"Apostates      and      unrepentant 
members    of    the    Church    reap 
damnation     (spiritual     progress 
stopped)    by    mocking    God    in 
unworthily     partaking     of     the 
Sacrament." 
In  simple  terms  I  would  say,  un- 
less we  are   apostates  or  have  lost 
the  desire  and  the  ability  to  repent, 
we   should   not   hesitate   to   partake 
of   these   emblems.     If  we   are  not 
willing  to  renew  our  covenants  with" 
the  Lord  as  set  out  in  the  first  para- 
graph of  this  article,  then  of  course 
we  should  not  partake. 

When  the  Saviour  instituted  the 
sacrament  and  gave  of  the  emblems 
to  His  Apostles,  only  one  was 
counted  unworthy — Judas,  who  in. 
his  heart  was  an  apostate. 

Peter  denied  the  Master,  but  his 
repentance  was  sincere  and  thus  in 
a  very  short  time  we  find  him  meet- 
ing with  his  brethren  and  officiating 
in   this  ordinance. 

"Let  us  put  it  this  way."  The 
Sacrament  is  for  repentant  sinners 
and  that  includes  all  of  us.  Only 
unrepentant  sinners  are  unworthy-

transgressions  which  we  have  com- 
mitted, and  will  not  remember  them 
against  us  any  more. 

"Have  I  any  pleasure  at  all  that 
the  wicked  should  die,"  he  asks, 
"and  not  that  he  should  return  from 
his  ways  and  live?" 

"Come  unto  me.  all  ye  that  labour 
and  are  heavy  laden,"  he  invites  us, 
and  in  modern  revelation  says: 

"Behold  he  who  has  repented  of 
his  sins,  the  same  is  forgiven,  and 
I  the  Lord  remember  them  no  more. 
By  this  ye  may  know  if  a  man  re- 


penteth  of  his  sins,  behold  he  will 
confess  them  and  forsake  them." 

If  we  feel  that  we  must  have  an 
occasion  on  which  to  change  our 
ways  and  repent,  then  let  us  make 
New  Year's  Day  that  occasion. 

Each  one  of  us  might  well  list  the 
commandments  of  the  Lord,  and 
mark  down  the  record  of  our  obe- 
dience or  lack  of  it.  With  that 
before  us.  we  can  chart  our  course 
to  soul  improvement  and  a  place  in 
the  Kingdom  of  God.

Occupying  six  days,  the  Conven- 
tion was  designed  to  assist  the  mis- 
sionaries in  improving  their 
methods  of  spreading  the  message

New  ideas  are  extremely  valuable 
in  any  type  of  work  but  this  is. 
perhaps,  more  true  in  missionary 
work  than  in  any  other  field  be-

The  Convention  was  designed  to 
assist  the  missionaries  in  three 
ways.  Firtsly,  it  assisted  them  in 
gaining  the  proper  attitude  to 
their  labours  and,  through  feeling 
the  Spirit  present  at  the  Conven- 
tion, a  desire  to  have  and  to  be 
guided  by  the  Holy  Ghost.

SOUTH  AFRICAN  MISSIONARIES 
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ELDER  LEE 
REPORTS 


"The  prospects  are  excellent  for 
the  future  growth  and  stability  of 
the  South  Africa  Mission,"  Elder 
Harold  B.  Lee  of  the  Council  of 
the  Twelve  declared  on  his  return 
to  Salt  Lake  City,  November  21. 

"The  thing  that  impresses  most 
is  the  great  missionary  oppor- 
tunity for  the  future  there,"  Elder 
Lee  said. 

Elder  and  Mrs.Lee  left  on  their 
tour  October  1,  flying  to  London 
then  to  Johannesburg,  Union  of 
South  Africa.  They  spent  three 
weeks  touring  the  mission  with 
President  and  Mrs.  Glen  G. 
Fisher. 

"This  is  one  of  the  largest  mis- 
sions of  the  Church.  It  includes 
Northern  and  Southern  Rhodesia 
as  well  as  the  Union  of  South 
Africa."  He  reported  that  Rho- 
desia is  the  newest  area  for  mis- 
sionary labour  with  eight  mis- 
sionaries now  labouring  there. 

"In  the  past  the  missionary 
efforts  have  centred  in  Transvaal, 
particularly  in  Johannesburg,  and 
in  Cape  Colony  to  the  South  and 
at  Durban  on  the  East  Coast."  He 
stated  that  approximately  50  mis- 
sionaries from  the  United  States 
and  Canada  are  labouring  in  these 
areas  now,  along  with  11  local 
missionaries. 

"One  of  the  big  problems  of 
this  mission  has  been  the  heavy 
emigration  of  members  through 
the  years  to  America,"  Elder  Lee 
indicated.  "It  is  my  feeling  that 
with  the  new  temples  at  London 
and  Berne,  many  will  be  encour- 
aged to  go  to  these  rather  than 
plan  emigration  to  America  for 
temple  privileges.  This  will  build 
up  the  mission  and  stabilize  the 
Church  membership  there." 


"I  found  leaders  in  the  districts 
who  are  striving  to  encourage 
young  people  in  a  programme  of 
planning  and  saving  for  temple 
marriage,"  Elder  Lee  said. 

He  reported  that  he  dedicated 
new  chapels  at  Johannesburg, 
Durban,  and  Port  Elizabeth  dur- 
ing the  tour.  He  indicated  that 
other  buildings  are  being  planned. 

"With  the  prospects  of  more 
missionaries  which  may  now  be 
sent  into  the  mission  and  with  an 
increased  number  of  local  mis- 
sionaries, it  is  hoped  that  new 
areas  for  missionary  work  will  be 
developed,"  Elder  Lee  said.  He  re- 
ported that  while  in  Washington 
D.C.,  before  leaving  the  U.S.,  and 
in  Pretoria,  he  conferred  with 
government  officials.  "They  gave 
every  indication  of  respect  for  our 
missionary  work  and  for  the  mis- 
sion programme  as  it  is  now  being 
carried  forward,"  Elder  Lee   said. 

The  return  trip  took  Elder  and 
Mrs.  Lee  to  Egypt,  Lebanon, 
Palestine,  Switzerland.  Germany. 
France,  and  England.  They  visited 
the  Swiss  and  London  temples. 

Elder  Lee  reported  that  he  met 
with  300  servicemen  in  Heidelberg. 
Germany.  "This  is  one  of  the 
most  active  servicemen's  groups," 
he  said. 

"They  hold  an  annual  confer- 
ence in  April  at  which,  in  the 
past,  they  have  had  a  representa- 
tive of  the  General  Authorities. 
Their  next  general  conference  will 
be  held  in  the  latter  part  of  April, 
1959,  and  they  are  hoping  they 
will  have  one  of  the  General 
Authorities  visiting  in  Europe  at 
that  time,"  he  reported.

MEMBERS  of  the  Church  all 
over  the  world  have  a  cer- 
tain pride  in  our  great  Taber- 
nacle choir.  It  has  grown  with  the 
Church  and  is  symbolic  of  the  love 
and  appreciation  we  have  always 
had  for  music. 

Recently  our  choir  toured  the 
Eastern  United  States  and  Canada 
and  was  received  with  unusual 
courtesy  and  acclaim.  They  per- 
formed in  only  one  city  in  Canada 
— Toronto,  Ontario.  Toronto  is  a 
city  of  choirs,  holding  the  enviable 
reputation  of  having  some  of  the 
finest  choral  groups  to  be  found 
anywhere  in  the  world.  This  city 
also  has  the  reputation  of  having 
some  of  the  most  severe  musical 
critics  and  so  when  the  "Globe 
Mail"  —  Toronto's  leading  news- 
paper carried  such  a  glowing  re- 
port, the  heart  of  the  Church  was 
warmed  and  humbled  for  surely 
the  Lord  is  blessing  this  great  mis- 
sionary—  our  tabernacle  choir.  I 
am  sure  you  will  be  interested  in 
reading  what  the  Globe  Mail  had 
to  say: 

"Rarely,  in  recent  times,  has  a 
musical  event  aroused  as  much  in- 
terest in  Toronto  as  did  last 
night's  concert  by  the  Salt  Lake 
Mormon  Tabernacle  Choir  at  Mas- 
sey  Hall.  Nor  is  it  often  that  any 
program  has  so  consistenty  reached 
or  surpassed  expectations  as  did 
this  superlative  organisation  in  its 
sole  Canadian  performance  on  the 
current  tour. 

"It  is  one  thing  to  give  a  choral 
program  in  a  city  that  has  scant 
acquaintance  with  first  class 
choirs.  It  is  something  else  to 
present  one  in  a  city,  like  Toronto, 
that  prides  itself  on  its  choral  tra- 
dition. That  the  Mormon  Choir 
acquitted  itself  with  flying  colours 
under  such  circumstances  is  the 
true  measure  of  its  success. 


"One  of  the  outstanding  qualities 
of  the  organisation  was  the  flaw- 
less precision  of  its  execution,  in 
response  to  the  impassioned  direc- 
tion of  assistant  conductor  Jay  E. 
Welch.  But  there  was  nothing 
mechanical  about  the  performance, 
except,  perhaps  the  unison  getting 
up   and  sitting  down. 

"Sound  there  was  plenty  of,  as 
was  to  be  expected  from  330  well- 
trained  voices.  Yet,  unlike  so 
many  choral  ensembles,  this  one 
maintained  level  of  pitch  and 
quality  of  tone,  and,  more  im- 
portant, it  projected  a  variety  of 
moods  and  feelings  that  would 
have  tested  the  artistry  of  a  first 
rate  soloist. 

"Vigour,  and  clarity  made  their 
first  impact  in  the  opening  work 
'The  Heaven  Are  Telling'  from 
Haydn's  'The  Creation'.  And  they 
summed  up  the  concert  in  the 
thunderous  praise  cf  'Wor*hy  Is 
the  Lamb'  from  Handel's  'Messiah'
